INLAND  BILLS  OF  EXCHANGE. 

By  a  Law  of  the  Commonwealth,  passed  June  19,  18 
when  any  Bill  drawn  or  endorsed  within  the  State,  pa 
ble  at  any  place  without  the  State  and  within  the  Un' 
States  or  Territories,  being  duly  presented,  shall  not 
accepted  or  paid  according  to  its  terms,  and  shall  be 
ularly  protested,  every  Drawer  or  Endorser^  within 
Commonwealth,  liable  by  law,  shall  in  addition  to 
contents,  costs  and  lawful  interest,  pay  damages  as 
lows,  viz. — Upon  all  Bills  payable  witliin  either  of 
New-England  States,  or  New-York,  three  per  cent,  on 
amount, — within  New-Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaw 
Maryland,  Virginia,  or  District  of  Columbia,  five  perc 
— within  North  or  South  Carolina  or  Georgia,  six 
cent. — within  any  other  State  or  Territory,  nine  per  c 
And  when  any  such  Bill  for  $100  or  upwards,  payable 
any  place  within  the  State,  distant  75  miles  or  more,  fi 
the  place  of  drawing  or  endorsing,  shall  be  regularly  ] 
tested,  every  Drawer  or  Endorser,  liable  by  law,  shall 
one  per  cent,  on  the  amount,  in  addition  to  contents,  cc 
and  lawful  interest.

AN  ACT  to  allow  grace  on  Bills  of  Exchai 
and   Notes,  according  to  the  custom  of  Merchants 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represe 
lives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authorit 
the  same,  That  on  all  Bills  of  Exchange  made,  at'ter 
first  day  of  June  next,  and  expressed  to  be  payabl 
sight  or  payable  at  a  future  day  certain  within  this  C 
monwealth,  and  on  all  promissory  negotiable  notes,  or 
and  drafts  made  after  the  first  day  of  June  next,  pay 
at  a  future  day  certain  within  this  Commonwealth 
which  there  is  not  an  express  stipulation  to  the  contr 
grace  shall  be  allowed  in  the  same  manner  as  it  is  by 
custom  of  merchants  allowed  on  foreign  Bills  of  Exchf 
payable  at  the  expiration  of -a  certain  period  from  dat 
sight.  Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
extend  to  any  Bills  of  Exchange,  note,  order  or  draft  p^ 
ble  on  demand.

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Vessels  hauling  to  the  wharf,  are  expected  to  have 
their  jibs,  spanker  booms,  and  spritsail  yards  rigged  in  ; 
and  on  the  north  side,  to  have  their  yards  topped,  and 
to  accomnnodate  other  vessels  as  much  as  possible. 

No  boats  are  to  be  put  on  the  wharf ;  nor  sand,  grav- 
el, or  other  ballast,  to  be  landed,  without  permission  of 
:he  wharfinger ;  nor  are  the  dirt  or  sweepings  of  the 
lold,  or  other  articles  which  do  not  float,  under  any 
Dretence  whatever,  to  be  thrown  into  the  dock. 

No  fire  is  allowed  to  be  kept  on  board  any  vessel  lying 
it  the  north  side  of  the  wharf,  above  the  T.
